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Japan, ROK 
Today Map 
Release of 
Detainees 


Japan «nd the Republic of 
Korea will begin discussions to- 
day 9 procedures for carrying 
out the agreed release and 
repatriation of detainees held 
in each country. 

This was decided yesterday 
in a brief meeting between 
Viee Foreign Minister Katsumi 
Ohno and Ambassador Kim 
Yu Taik, chief of the ROK 
Mission in Tokyo. 

They also agreed to begin 
discussion on the agenda for 
the over-all negotiations  be- 
tween the two nations, which 
are scheduled to start March 1. 

A Japanese delegation to the 
new series of talks is expected 
to be headed by Osamu Itagaki, 
director of the Foreign Office 
Asian Affairs Bureau, and a 
Korean delegation by Minister 
Yiu Tai Ha. The delegations 
are expected to consist of five 
or six persons. 

Japan is reportedly desiring 
to hold the conference daily 
for the purpose of effecting 
early rélease of the detainees. 

_ Meanwhile, officials concerned 
of the Foreign Office, Justice, 
Agriculture-Forestry and Trans- 
portation Ministries met at the 
Foreign Office yesterday to pre- 


pare for today’s Japan-ROK 
meeting. 
Japan and the Republic of 


Korea signed on Dee. 31 last 
year agreements providing for 
mutual release of detainees and 
resumption of the oft-disrupted 
negotiations for normalizing re- 
lations betwoon the two coun- 
tries. ; . 

The Foreign Vice Minister yves- 
terday reported details of the 
Japan-ROK negotiations to a 
vice minister’s meeting, 


Ohno said the talks would be 
carried on in committee meet- 
ings as in the case of the pre 
vious negotiations. 


He said he believed it most 
proper to organize the follow- 
ing five committees on: (1) 
fundamental problems pending 
between Japan and ROK; (2) 
property claims; (3) fishery; (4) 
Rationality. and (5) maritime 
transportation. 


Ohno said committecs would 
organized after consultation 
with. the Korean side. 


Meanwhile, Chief Cabinet 
Secretary Kiichi Aichi said yes- 
terday it would be a good idea 
for Deputy Prime Minister Mi- 
tsujiro Ishii to visit the Repub- 
lic. of Korea as a goodwill en- 
voy. But he doubted if Ishii 
could do so until the budget for 
fiscal 1958 is passed by the Diet 
and. it becomes clear whether 
or not the House of Represen- 
tatives wil be dissolved. this 
month. 


Aichi also said that Kazuo Ya- 
teugi, secretary general of the 
National Policy Research Asso- 
ciation, a private organization, 
would most likely be sent to the 
Republic of Korea on a goodwill 
mission, He said he would have 
to discuss with Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi the status to 
be given Yatsugi.

NEW DELHI (AP)—A British 
official spokesman Monday des- 
¢ribed a London press report 
that Queen Elizabeth might 
visit India this year as “com- 


pletely speculative and without 
any foundation whatsoever.” 
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Reliable Sources Say: 


Japan and South Korea have 
signed three secret agreements 
or documents, one of them call- 
ing for the return to Korea of 
art objects allegedly stolen by 
Japanese authorities or Individ- 
uals during the 40 years Japan 
ruled Korea, it was karned ex- 
clusively last night. 

This will be denied, both in 
Seoul and in Tokyo, but the 
secret documents were signed 
last Dec. 31—only a few minutes 
after the two countries had ini- 
tialed the detainee accord. 

A usually reliable Japanese 
source, who declined use of his 
name, made the revelation to 
The Japan Times following ru- 
mors here and in the South Ko- 
rean capital that “some secret 
documents had been signed.” 

This source also revealed that 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
has written to President Syng- 
man Rhee suggesting a meet- 
ing between the two. Kishi told 
a press conference last Friday 
that he was “considering the 
possibility” of. meeting with 
Rhee or sending a goodwill mis- 
sion to Seoul—but refrained 
from mentioning that he had 
actually sent a letter to Rhee 
on the subject last Dec. 25, the 
source said. He interpreted 
Kishi's cautious press confer- 
ence remark as “a move to pre- 
pare the ground, that is inform 
the public of the likelihood of 
a Japan-ROK summit meet.”

6. Agreed minutes—in which 
the two countries stated their 
positions, subjects to be discus- 
sed from March 1, and a com- 
mitment by Japan to discuss

U.S., Soviet 
To Discuss 
A-Research 


WASHINGTON (INS) — The 
U.S. disclosed plans Sunday t 
discuss with Russian scientists 
some basic research problems 
connected with space missiles 
and controlling H-bomb reaction 
for peacetime power, 


An announcement from New 
York University said a Russian 
group Will attend an internation- 
al meeting Jan. 27-28 on “topics 
basic to the study of the flight 
and reentry of missiles and the 
study of thermonuclear re- 
actiops.” 

The New York meeting, joit- 
ly sponsored by the Office of 
Naval Research and the Air 
Force Office of Scientific Re 
search, is on the “physics of 
electronic and atomic  colli- 
sions.” 

Such “collisions” are of vital 
interest in determining the 
temperatures at which space 
missiles will reenter the earth’s 
atmosphere, and in handling 
the gas discharges to harness 
the H-bomb for peaceful pur 
poses. 

In addition to the Russian 
scientists and more than 100 
American scientists, delerates 
from Japan, Ireland, ngiand 
and the Netherlands are to take 
part in the discussions. 

The .Russian delegates are 
Prof. V. M. Dukelsky and N. V. 
Fedorenko, of the physical- 
technical institute in Leningrad, 
both of whom are experts on 
“gaseous electronics.” They 
may be accompanied hy Prof, 
G. F. Drukarev of Leningrad 
State University.

HONGKONG (INS)—Three 
anxious American mothers 
crossed into Red China Monday 
for a reunion with their sona, 
jailed by the Peiping regime as 
U.S. sples. 


The mothere were laden with 
gifts. food and medicine as they 
went behind the Bamboo Cur- 
tain on the last leg of a 11,000- 
mile journey of love, 


Eager to see their sons, they 
crossed from Hongkong onto 
the mainiand soon after arriv- 
ing at the British crown colony. 


Two of the mothers—Mrs. 
Philip Fecteau of Lynn, Mase., 
and Mrs. Ruth Redmond, of 
Yonkers, N.Y.—said they were 
determined to appeal to Chinese 
authorities to release their sons. 


The third member of the trio, 
Mrs. Mary V. Downey of New 
Britain, Conn., said she would 
decide whether to appeal after 
she talks to her son. 


The imprisoned Americans 
are Richard Fecteau, 30, and 
John Downey, 27, civilian em- 
ployes of the army who disap 
peared in 1952, and Hugh Red- 
mond, 38, an export-import rep- 
resentative who was arrested 
in 1951 and tried in 1954. 


Redmond and Downey were 
sentenced to life terms on 
charges of spying, while Fec- 
teau received a 20-year sentence. 

The mothers arrived at Can- 

ton several hours after a 100- 
mile trainride from the border. 
Mrs. Fecteau and Mrs. Downey 
were scheduled to fly to Peiping 
Wednesday and Mrs. Redmond 
to fiy to Shanghai to see their 
sons. 
Before crossing at Lowu, the 
mothers admitted they were 
anxious and nervous. They were 
the first Americans to enter Red 
China with the permission of 
the State Department since the 
Korean War. 

The mothers were joined at 
the border later by Los Angeles 
attorney Abraham Lincoln W?- 
rin, who plans to tour Red 
China for two months gathering 
evidence for the defense of John 
and Sylvia Powell, accused by 
the U.S. of sedition. 

Communist officials gave the 
women a warm welcome. De- 
layed for 20 minutes at the last 
British checkpoint, they were 
received by an immigration 
officer who apologized and took 
them to the immigration office 
to pick up their visas.

The name of Welcome House 
ie known in Asian countries as 
well as the name of its founder, 
Pearl Buck who is an interna 
tionally famed winner of the 
Nobel Prize for Literature in 
1998.

At the same time 
she is hopeful that childiess 
Japanese families will adopt 
homeless children and give them 
parental care and love. “Insti 
tutes are mot the right place for 
children to grow up. They ail 
need the loving Care of parents,” 
says Dr. Shaw. 


Board Member 


Dr. Shaw who is a career edu- 
ecator, is now curriculum specia- 
list of the Department of Edu- 
cation, Harrisburg, Penny!vania. 
Since 1949 she has been on the 
board of Welcome House Adop- 
tion Agency giving help in 
money and time. ne is here 
now on a three-month leave to 
find out how best the adoption 
agency can help mixed blood 
children in Japan and Korea. 


Dr. Shaw explained how un- 
expéctedly Welcome House wa? 
founded in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania 10 years ago by 
Pearl Buck. According to Dr. 
Shaw, Pearl Buck received a let- 
ter 10 yeare ago on Christmas 
Day from a faraway welfare 
agency that they had a. baby 
whom they could not get adopt- 
ed. His mother was a young 
American girl and his father an 
Indian. Neither family wanted 
the baby though he had a high 
intelligence. 

Mrs. Buck then telephoned 
every Indian family she knew 
and others interested in India, 
asking if they wanted a half- 
Indian baby. Nobody did. She 
then talked with her family and 
decided to give him shelter. 
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A group of American-Asian children of Welcome Renae

These children have a 


Japanese, 


Chinese, Pilipine, Indian or Korean as one of thelr parents, 


Though the farmed novelist and 
her husband thought they were 
too old to see him through she 
brought tie child home, hoping 
that she might be able to find 
young parents for the child. 


Within a week a halfChinese 
baby abandoned by their parents 
was brougit from a hospitat. 
Nobody wanted hin. Realizing 
the difficulty of bringing them 
up without the ufd “standing of 
the community where she lived, 
she took the problem to the 
Mennonites and the English- 
blood Quakers who made up the 
majority of Bucks County resl- 
dents. 

Adopted by Yoders 

Though the Mennonites who 
are Dutch-Americans are con 
servative in their way of living 
and thinking they wholehearted- 
ly supported her project. Then 
a young Mennonite couple, Mr. 
and Mre. Lloyd Yoder, proposed 
to adopt the two babies, one 
half-Indian and the other half 
Chinese, 


Pearl Buck helped the Yoders 


‘move into a big farmhouse and 


one by one they have taken 
more children ranging in age 
from four months to 15 years. 
The Yoders have thus nine chil- 
dren all bearing the name Yoder 
besides their own two children. 
“The children go to school and 
mingle with offer children. 
There is no prejudice against 
thern and they are proud to be 
the children of Weicome House. 
It is Mot an institute, but it is 
a home for children,” explains 
Dr. Shaw. 

A little later when Pearl Buck 
visited Chicago she was asked 
by an agency to take a tiny half- 
Japanese boy. She became de 
sperate as she knew that she 
could not care for another baby, 
but captivated by his innocent 
amile she took the baby home. 

Realizing the fact that there 
were many more half-Asian 
chiidren born in the States and 
deserted by their parents, Pear! 
Buck set up an adoption agency 
with the cooperation of the De 
partment of Child Welfare of 
Harrisburg, Penn. 


Ne Longer Problem 

According to Dr. Shaw, the 
Asian or part Asian-American 
child is no longer a problem. 
Formerly the children with 
Asian ancestry were biabilities, 
because it was impossible to find 
homes for them. Many agencies 
would not even receive them in 
fear that nobody would want 
him. Welcome House has, how- 
ever, proved that half-Asian 
children_are the same as any 
others, Sweet and intelligent. 
The racial prejudice has been 
broken down. 

Now the Welcome House 
Adoption Agency has more 
perenis than there are babies, 
a situation similar to other adop- 
tion agencies. 

Asked how it is financed Dr. 
Shaw said that it is supported 
by the good will and wunder- 
standing of the public. Also the 
Welcome House Adoption Agen- 
cy has a board made up of in- 
fluential people who give gene- 
rously. The annual budget to 
support Welcome House and 
the agency is $50,000. Each year 
about 10,000 leaflets with pic- 
tures of Welcome House chil- 
dren are sént out and dona- 
tions, large and small, are given 
voluntarily. Through a special 
financial drive $4,000 to $5,000 
can be raised. Another $5,000 
is annually raised by means of 
benefit shows. 

At Christmas each board 
member gives $10 with which 
the Yoders buy gifts for every 
child in the family. The board 
members also visit Welcome 
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House regularly, taking with 
them clothes and gifts. 


“Quite often we do not have 
money to carry on for another 
month, but somehow money 
comes In and we can always 
tide over the difficult times,” 
says Dr. Shaw, 


Pearl Buck's Children 

Pear! Buck is in private life 
Mra. Richard Walsh and has 
adopted six mixed blood chil- 
dren who all carry the name of 
Walsh. Though she says that 
without the help of her friends 
she could have never carried 
out this project her understand- 


ing of Asia and the Orientals 
and her faith in humanity has 
enabled her to undertake this 
loneer work—to find homes 
or homeless half-Asian babies. 


Watting List - 


Dr. Shaw says that often the 
work of the Welcome House 
Adoption Agency is misunder- 
stood even in the § States. 
“Primarily the agency finds 
homes for American babies, one 
of whose parents is Asian. 
Some think we bring mixed 
blood children from Asia, but 
the charter strictly ruled that 
the babies should be of Amer- 
lean nationality,” is Dr. Shaw's 
explanation, “However, . to 
broaden our work that part of 
the charter was changed in 
September last year, so now we 
ean extend our help to any 
child who needs help,” adds 
the American educator. 


Dr. Shaw, now in Korea, will 
return to Tokyo and stay til 
March in Japan. “We have 26 
families on the waiting list at 
the agency, but they all want 
a girl between two and five. We 
must convince them to take 
older girls as mixed blood chil- 
dren in Japan are of school 
age.” Dr. Shaw hopes to take 
back a Negro-Japanese boy 
whom she saw at the Elizabet’ 
Saunders Home in Oiso where 
AmericamJapanese mixed blood 
children are cared for. “I want 
to see him adopted by a 
Caucasian family,” says Dr. 
Shaw. 


Surgery Removes 
Bags Under Eyes 


HONOLULU, Hawali (1NS)— 
A plastic surgeon has advanced 
the theory that? simple opera- 
tion will remove the perpetual 
frown and pouches under the 
eyes, the usual facial character- 
istics of advancing age. 

Dr. H. O. Bames, of Los Ange 
les, told the American Board of 
Plastic surgery meeting in Hono- 
hulu that for years “the opinion 
of the profession in general was 
that there was no remedy for 
these conditions either by sur- 
gery or by any other method,” 

Dr. Bames, who founded a 
plastic surgery clinic at Holly- 
wood Presbyterian Hospital, 
said: 

“Frowning is a normal action 
of normal muscles. When these 
muscles, because of eyestrain, 
photophobia (abnormal sensi- 
tivity to light) or psye hological 
stimulation become overactive 
and hence overdeveloped, it may 
effect the outward appearance.’ 

He said the result may be 
grooves in the skin (perpetual 
frown) or sibly dropping 
eyebrows which may actually 
limit the field of vision. 

Dr. Bames said also that 50- 
called bagey eyes are not caus 
ed by eyestrain or kidney trou- 
bie, as commonly believed, but 
instead by an excess of fat which 
has formed under the skin. 

He said that “correction by 
plastic surgery now has become 


a thoroughly worth while pro 
cedure.”

Home Nursing ’ 


NEA

There is something about a 
bath that helps wash away 
cares of the day. For a person 
who is i) a bath means even 
more. 

It refreshes him and. also 
helps stimulate circulation. 
Many persons at home with 
short ilinesses such as influenza 
often are too weak to bathe 
themselves. 
bath properly becomes a part 
of home nursing care. 

It is essential that a patient 
doesn’t become chilled while be 
ing bathed. Avoid this by un- 
covering only a part of the body 
at a time; wash, rinse, and dry 
thoroughly, and recover, 

Always begin a bed bath from 
the head and work down to the 
feet. When bathing arms and 
legs, bathe the far arm and leg 
of the patient first. A towel 
under the arm or leg and 
against the patient’s side keeps 


the bed dry. 

But before you begin, 
conserve time and effort by 
gathering all items needed. 


These include a basin or pan of 
water about two-thirds full of 


hot water, bar of soap in a dish, 
blanket, clean nightgown or 
pajamas, towel and washcloth, 
rubbing alcohol or lotion and 
talcum powder. 

Sea that the room is warm 
and free of drafts with windows 
and doors closed. Get the pati- 
ent ready by removing the top 
bedding except one blanket to 
keep him warm. Remove his 
pajamas and have the patient 
move to the side of the bed 
nearest you. This will make less 
bending and reaching while giv- 
ing the bath. 

No one likes to be slapped 
with the cold end of a wasn 
cloth, 80 make a mitten of it or 
at least gather all loose ends 
in the hand. The water 
shouldn't become too soapy and 
difficult to rinse. One way to 
prevent this is to keep the soap 
in a soap dish when not in use. 
If the water cools or becomes 
too soapy, change it but leave 
the patient warmly covered 
while doing this. 

Begin with the patient's face, 
neck and ears and avoid get- 
ting soap in his eyes. A towel 
across his chest will catch any 
drippings.

Commenting on the an- 
nouncement, New York's Mayor 
Robert F. Wagner, said: “We 
are proud of the fair’s role in 
helping to bring about increas- 
ed international understanding 
and cooperation and of its uni- 
que valué in helping to raise 
the living standards of people 
throughout the world.”

exhibitors and displays would 
cover practically every area of 
manufacturing and natural re- 
sources, said Snitow.

But another U.S. senator—Senator John Sparkman— 
made an important comment when he said he agreed with 
Mr. Macmillan that there was need to “clear out the old 
rubble” of disagreement and controversy with the Russians, 

At the New Year it js natural to think of fresh begin- 


nings. 


Is it really possible to “clear out the old rubble” 


and for the free nations to make a fresh start in relations 


with Soviet Russian? 


We would like to answer that question without hesita- 
tion in the affirmative but there are some difficulties about 


that. 


While we believe the democratic nations would wel- 


come such a fresh start, we doubt if Moscow would consent 
to any such thing. There is plenty of evidence that the 
Soviet leaders are convinced that they have made consid- 
erable progress toward eventual world domination and thot 
they expect to go on from triumph to triumph. That they 
would consent to give up anything they have won is lke 
expecting a mirage to remain constant, 


Nevertheless, it is a change of policy on Moscow's part 
that must be the preliminary to any worthwhile agreement. 
A mere written document promising not to do this or that, 
‘even ff it covered everything of a military nature, could 
hot ensure peace. What is needed is positive action to re- 
move the causes of international tension. 

Take only one instancesin the present situation. Does 
anyone believe that a divided Germany is consonant with 
a peaceful outiook in Europe or that real disarmament 
could be possible while such a flagrant injustice existed? 

And yet, Moscow will not move a step toward the only 
means which can make a peaceful reunion of that country 
possifiile—free and honest elections for the whole German 


people. 


No, what the Soviet leaders have set their minds 


to is the retention of the Red puppet regime in East Ger 
many which they believe is essential to their ewn welfate 


—not the German people's. 


So when we come to questions of disarmament. we 
discover likewise that proposals emanating from Soviet 
Russia are invariably designed to favor Moscow's policies 
and the maintenance of Communist power in a number of 
pountries where the masses of the population are not free 
to express any sort of opinion contrary to the wishes or 


beliefs of their rulers. 


The spectacular advance in scientific and technical ac- 
complishments revealed by Soyiet Russia last year has, 


we fear, hardened the hearts of its rulers. 


tinder the 


veneer of conciliatory words, we cannot fail to perceive 
the existence of a determination to pursue the schemes of 
international communism, as originally conceived, to their 


fullest extent. 


Although the statements of Communists, 


especially thése om the subjects of “peace” and “coexist 
ence,” may lack diticerity, it appears that communism does 


no* Tack consistency. 


In seeking to put an end peacefully to the present 
fundamental tensions it is difficult for free peoples to know 
where to begin—mainly because these tensions are not of 


their making. 


It is otherwise with the Moscow camp. 


if, 


imstead of making a spectacular bid for East-West “talks,” 
Soviet Russia would make one majer practical move in 4n 
ameliorative direction, progress would become possible. 
If Moscow is ready to do that, we suggest that a start 
be made with an honest plan for the reunification of Ger- 
many. Once that problem had been got out of the way 
the spectacle of vast forces opposing one another in Europe 
might be abolished and the many other isshes, affecting 


both East and West, solved in an amicable fashion.

Teachers’ Efficiency Rating 


Union Will Put Up Stiff Opposition in Showdown With Gov't 


Thé controversy over the pro 
posed efficiency rating system 
for schoolteachers ja threatening 
to flare up again this year, as 
hoth the Government and the 
Japan Teachers Union are brac- 
ing for a showdown, 


The first round of battle was 
fought in Ehime Prefecture, on 
the island of Shikoku, for about 
two months from mid-October 
last year. 


Even earlier than that, the Ja- 
pan, Teachers Union last Septem- 
ber demonstrated its opposi..on 
in a series of “workshop rallies” 
and sent petitions to the au- 
thorities concerned. 


Various objections raised by 
the JTU may. be summarized as 
follows: (1) teact'‘ng work, un- 
like clerical work, cannot be 
objectively and setentifically 
evaluated, (2) those teachers 
who sét their aims at immediate 
results will get a higher rating 
and (3) the proposed rating 
avstem may be used as a tool of 
discrimination against some 
teachers, especially those who 
are active in the union move 
ment. 

The Education Ministry au- 
thorities, however, believe that 
any employer must evaluate the 
contribution by his employes 


and the proposed rating system — 


will inject some measure of ob- 
jectivity into such evaluation. 
Required by Law 


The Education Ministry au- 
thorities also cite the fact that 
the law requires an efficiency 
rating for government employes. 
Enforcement of an efficiency 
rating for schoolteachers, who 
are mostiy local Government 
employes, has been delayed due 
to technical reasons, 


The Japan Teachers Union 


chose the battleground in 
Ehime Prefecture, where the 
rating system was allegedly 


used early in 1957 as a pretext 
to refuse benefit of periodical 
wage raises to some school 
teachers. 

At that time, the dispute be- 
tween the teachers and the pre- 
fectural board of education did 
not attract much attention but 
the outcome was a complete 
defeat for the union. The rating 
system was enforced and some 
450 teachers were deprived of 
the benefit of wage raises as 
punishment for their open pro- 
testations, 


On Oct. 16, the Ehime board 
of education decided to follow 
the preetding vear's example 
for efficiency rating for the cur- 
rent year. The prefectural 
teachers union affiliated with 
the JTU tmmediately protested 
this detision. 

This time, the Japan Teach- 
ers Union was fully aware that 
the fight at E.nime was the first 
round of a larger battle affect- 


ing the entire nation. Un'on 
agents, called “organizers,” 
poured 
headquarters and othé@r pre- 
fectural unions, 
Teachers Union Ready 
The union resorted to fur- 


lough tactics but the prefecturai 
authorities, fully backed up by 
the Liberal-Democratic Party's 
prefectural chapter, were ada- 
mont, 


In December, the dispute 
emied again in a defeat for 
the union. The principals finally 
submnitted the rating reports 
despite obstruction from union 
members. > 


The Japan Teachers Union. 
however, is preparing for the 
showdown phase of the st*uz- 
gies against the efficiency rat- 
ing. This week, they are ¢plan- 
ning to hold executive com- 
mittee meetings on the pre 
fectural union level. They are 
expected to hold a national 
liaison conference by Jan. 20, 
before the Diet reconvenes.,

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Yomiuri Shimben commented 
on Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan’s broadcast suggesting 
the conclusion of a nonaggres- 
sion pact between East and 
West. The paper said the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister may have 
made the statement because he 
had become aware that even in 
the United States voices have 
become louder for an alleviation 
of the current cold war. It said 
that even the existence of the 
United Nations -Charter has 
never helped ease the cold war 
but rather has intensified it, If 
the East and West European 
countries could conchuide a non- 
aggression pact, the paper said, 
it will Inevitably be conducive 
to easing the cold war by elim- 
inating mutual distrust. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) pre- 
dicted that this year will see an 
active call. for an East-West 
summit, conference. The Soviet

From the legal viewpoint, an 
efficiency rating is an_ affair 
for the local autonomous bodies, 
The method can be devised by 
the Education Ministry but it 
is up to the local government 
to adopt and enforce it, 


To Form Bloc 

Now that the Education 
Ministry has completed neces- 
sary preparations, the center 
of attention has shifted to the 
local acene, The JTU. will also 
direct its effort to the strug- 
gies at the local level. But the 
union plans to integrate 
several prefectures into one 
fighting unit, or a bloc, because 
prefectural unions, like a 
chain, would be as weak as its 
weakest link. 

The contents of the much dis- 
puted “report cards for teach- 
ers” were made public on Dec. 
20 at the lHaison meeting of 
prefectural education board 
chairmen in Tokyo, 

As explained above, the local 
authorities have the right to 
modify the plan if necessary, 
but the board chairmen on 
Dec. 20 gave their provisional 
approval to the plan, It is ex- 
pected that the rating syatem 
on the basis of this plan will 
be enforced around April. 

According to the plan, teach- 
ers will be evaluated by the 
principal, who in turn will be 
evaluated by the chief of the 
education board secretariat. 

The scheme of evaluation is 
different for principals and 
ordinary teachers, because their 
work and responsibility are 
different. But in both cases, 
evaluation is done on  thetr 
work, character and the day-to- 
day record. . 

Criteria of Rating 

The elements in evaluating a 
teacher’s work, for exatrple, are 
(1) management of the class in 
his charge (2) study guidance 
(5). psychological and mora) 
guidance (4)evaluation. of the 
results of teaching, (5) research 
and selfimprovement and (€) 
management of administrative 
affairs. 


Each item is subdivided. into 
several angles that must be 
considered in actual evaluation. 
The result of evaluation for 
each item is to be described in 
five classes (A, B, C, D and E). 

Parallel to the preparations 


for efficiency rating, the Educa- 
tion Ministry authorities have 
demanded appropriations for 
payment of spevtial allowances 
to school principals. The plan 
ia now being studied by the Gov- 
ernment as part of the bucget 
plan. 

Though the sum is small, this 
allowance is expected to remind 
the principals of their “man- 
agerial” position and it is com- 
monty called “managerial allow- 
ance.” 

At present, school principals 
are union members in most pre- 
fectures. The Education Minis- 
try plans to change their status 
and exclude them from unions, 
The proposed payment of 
“managerial allowances” is re- 
garded to be the first step in 
this direction. 

On the announced contents 
of the evaluation system, the 
Japan Teachers Union has with- 
held comment on the ground 
that the union is opposing the 
institution of such system in 
toto, 

Root of Opposition 

The root of their opposition 
lies in the fear that the Govern- 
ment is trying to emasculate the 
union movement and make a 
complete conformist of teachers. 
That is the view held by the 
convinced cadre of the JTU, 
who regards the present leaders 
of the Government as “enem- 
ies.” 

As for the grass root members 

of the union, their attitude is 
more skeptical and ambivalent. 
Many of them do not necessari- 
ly endorse the policy of the 
union leadership but they share 
thé same fear to some extent, 
‘ This situation reveals the 
fundamental problem of not 
only the JTU but also of many 
Japanese trade unions that have 
a radical political outlook. 

It is not too difficult to enforce 
the efficiency iq, Frule-sap is 
es perp by law. hough the 
union says it will ask the Soci- 
alists to revise the law, there is 
hardly any possibility of such 
a bill going through the Diet. 

The efficiency rating con- 
troversy will thus be eventually 
settied, but the fundamental 
problem of the Japan Teachers 
Union will continue to smould- 
er, uniess there emerges some- 
body who is ready to go to the 
ree of the problem to solve 
t.

Political Backstage in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (INS)— 
Tiny pro-Western Lebanon's 
front doorstep abounds today 
in record prosperity and out- 
ward serenity. 

The backyard is littered with 
sputtering violence and, old 
political boobytraps. 

Three dynamite bombs rat- 
tied the seaside capital city of 


into Ehime from STU Beirut during Christmas week. 


“TiiNhe previous two months, 
terrorists scored more than one 
bomb throwing a week, 

Three pro-Western journalists 
were attacked on the street, 
two of them killed. 

More than 100 suspected ter- 
rorists have been seized, and 
some 500 Syrians, Jordanians 
and Palestinian refugees have 
been expelied, 

At the. bustling gateway to 
the restive Arab world, this 
smallest and most pro-Western 
of all Arab states offers a clas- 
sic capsule Ulustration of the 
dangerous cross-currents swir!l- 
ing in today’s high drama of 
the Middle East cold war. 

And as a complicated back- 
drop for the East-West tug-o- 
war, the Lebanon grapples with 
its own delicate indigenous 
problem—a theoretical 50-50 
split In the 1,525,000 population 
between Christian and Moslem. 

There's been no recent 
census, but the old religious 
agreement still exists that the 
Lebanese President. must al- 
ways be a Christian and the 
Prime Minister a Moslem, 

Until now the rocky little na- 
tion on the shores of th« east- 
ern Mediterranean has lived in 
peace under this agreement, 
though there’s long been whis- 
pered talk of a possible “con- 
fessional” conflict—setrife be- 
tween Christian and Moslem. 

There’s nothing “confessional” 
or domestic about the . Leba- 
non’s present epidemic of vio- 
lence, It’s all been imported, 
dating from the 1956 Anglo- 
French-Israeli attacks on Suez. 
When bombs hit Egypt, the pro- 
Egyptian Government dominat- 
ed by Abdullah ElYaffii and 
Sacb Es-Salam—two strong 
Arab nationalists who were 
flirting with Moscow—urged 
pro-Western (and Christian) 
President Camille Chamoun to 
break relations with London 
and Paris, 

Chamoun’s refusal prompted 
the immediate resignations of 
Yaffi and Salam, The President 
retaliated by choosing as Pre- 
rier pro-Western Sami Es-Solh 
who still heads the Cabinet. 

Into the Government as arti- 
culate anti-Communist pro-West- 
ern foreign policy spokesman 
came Dr. Charles Malik, frequ- 
ently branded by his enemies 
as being “more American than 
Arab,” 

Uneasy peace was no sooner 
restored after Suez than Cha- 
moun and. Foreign Minister 
Malik a@mnounced chapter two 
of their pro-West foreign policy. 
Last March, they unreservedly 
and publicly endorsed the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, the only 
Arab nation to make such a 
formal announcement. 

That was the signal for the 
political opposition and its sup-

porters among the less disci- 


plined Nationalists to fire a 
series of outraged broadsides, 
accusing the Government of 
having betrayed the Arab cause 
by “selling out to the Ameri- 
can imperialists.”

were killed and nearly 40 in- 
jured, including three opposi- 
tion leaders. 

The U.S. quickly demonstrat- 
ed overt support of the Cha- 
moun Government by flying 
jeeps and light weapons rein- 
forcements to the underman- 
ned and underarmed Lebanese 
security forces. 


Egyptian. newspapers rallied 
against Chamoun, Solh and 
Malik when Lebanon ousted an 
assistant Egyptian military at- 
tache and banned Cairo publi- 
cations. 

Then came the Syrian “crisis.” 
When the Syrians openly charg- 
ed the U.S. with plotting the 
overthrow of the. pro-leftist 
Damascus Government, Leba- 
non’s violent elements trigger- 
ed new outbreaks. 

Though the Beirut Govern- 
ment publicly supported Syria 
as a sister Arab state, Lebanon's 
official backing of Damascus 
was considered at best tepid, 
possibly even suspect. 

Christian newspapers § and 
some public officials have been 
quick to slap the whole blame 
for the Lebanese outbreaks on 
the Syrian intelligence (extern- 
al branch) operations of pro- 
leftist strongman, Lt. Col. Abdel 
Hamid Serraj. 

But Lebanese security officials 
blame a combination of dissi- 
dent elements, including the 
country’s Communist-infiltrated 
105,000 Patestinan refugees who 
plump a pro-Hgyptian, pro 
Syrian lime of undiluted Arab 
nationalism, 

Though there have been re- 
cent gestures from both Beirut 
and Damascus to bury the 
cleaver, Iebanese-Syrian rela- 
tions at best are fraught with 
pitfalls. and smouldering  jea- 


lousies. 

The present Lebanon, cover- 
ing an area little more than 
half the size of New Jersey, 
once was a part of Syria under 
Turkish rule, Many Syrians 
resent Lebanese independence. 

There also have been recent 
violent rows over Lebanon’s re- 
fusal to extradite Syrian poli- 
tical refugees, stirring charges 
from Damascus that Beirut is a 
hotbed of anti-Syrian plot and 
intrigue. 

Syria, in turn, has clamped 
restrictions on border traffic, 
particularly on foodstuffs im- 
portant to Lebanese prosperity. 
And the Lebanon recently re- 
fused entry to a Syrian parlia- 
mentary group. For.a time both 
Egyptian and Syrian nationals 
required special visas to enter 
Lebanon—an unprecedented re- 
striction among Arab states. 

The outspoken Malik has 
made clear that on one hand 
Lebanon is an Arab country, 
prepared to help defend the 
rights of all Arabs. 

On the other, he insists, she 
is a sovereign state, defending 
her own rights and interests 
and following her own con- 
science, unwilling to obey blind- 
ly the dictates of other Arab 
states any more than those of 
the West. 

Malik’s firm stand against his 
critics at the end of 1957 won 
him new respect among the 
Lebanese and a solid parlia- 
mentary backing for the Gov- 
ernment. 

His big blow against the op- 
position was a firm promise 
from the U.S. of unlimited mili- 
tary and economic aid “within 
the bounds of Lebanon’s capa- 
ae to absorb them with bene- 
.” 

He even went so far as to an- 
nounce proposed plans to in- 
troduce “missile equipment” into 
the Lebanese armed forces of 
about 8,500 men, who are now 
helping the regular police and 
gendarmerie maintain order. 

The most recent bomb out- 
rages have brought martial law 
to parts of North Lebanon, and 
a new recruitment program for 
the gendarmerie. The chances 
of a major uprising—so serious 
as to overthrow the Govern- 
ment—are remote, but the Gov- 
ernment is taking no chances 
itself. 

The outward face Lebanon 
still presents to the world—and 
the visiting tourist—is an un- 
troubled panorama of three- 
dimensional prosperity. 

Trade through Beirut to the 
oil-rich Persian Gulf is boom- 
ing. Then there are “invisible 
exports” in the form of tourist 
traffic and remittances from an 
estimated 1 million Lebanese 
abroad. 

Beirut today is the prosperous 
Fifth Avenue of the Middle East. 
At the fashionable beachfront 
St. Georges Hotel—and at al- 
most any other-——there’s every- 
thing from thick U.S. cuts of 
beef to your favorite brand of 
American bourbon,

First Human Traveler in Space 


WASHINGTON—Why, since 
the beginning of time, have all 


land at last with a dead stick 
but—if all goes well—unharm- 


men admired a brave man, 4 ed 


man more tegre than others 
to risk death? After all, many 
brave men are stupid, and some 
are evil. 

The question seems worth 
asking at this season, whose 
purpose is, after all, to com- 
memorate’ a very. brave Man 
indeed. And part of the reason 
why ordinary men admire men 
of more than ordinary courage 
is to be found in the person of 
a youngish, black-haired aviator 
with long ears and the face 
of an intellectual Mickey Mouse, 
called Scott Crossfiela. Some 
time this year, if all goes well, 
Scotty Crossfield will be the 
world's first human traveler 
into true space. 

Scott Crossfield will pilot 
the X-15 experimental rocket 
plane. It is no exaggeration at 
all to say that, in so doing, he 
will experience one of the great 
human adventures of all time, 

Consider what he will be 
called upon to do. At some 
time during the next several 
months, he will crawl out of a 
big bomber, flying at 50,000 
feet or so, into the tiny X-15 
suspended from its belly. He 
will gun the little plane, and 
point it up toward space, in 
a matter of seconds he will 
shoot out through the earth’s 
enveloping cloud of atmosphere, 
like a fish leaping out of 
water, 

Just where the air ends and 
space begins no one has ever 
precisely defined. Some put the 
dividing line at 120,000 feet 
where 99 per cent of the earth’s 
atmosphere is left behind Cross- 
field himself put the dividing 
line in the ionosphere at 
200,000 feet. Wherever the line 
is, he will cross it, shooting up 
and up, riding his little rocket 
at speeds more than five times 
the speed of sound, perhaps 
as high (though certainly not 
on the first try) as 500,000 feet, 
almost a 100 miles above the 
familiar surface of our planet, 

On the way he will pass 
through incredible extremes of 
temperature, leaping suddenly 
at 150,000 feet from 70 degrees 
below zero in the stratosphere 
to the terrible heat of the iono- 
sphere. His little plane will 
run out of fuel in hardly more 
time than it takes to soft-boil an 
egg, but even after it has no 
more fuel it will rush up and 
up for miles on end like a stone 
hurled into the heavens. 

Then at last, the initial im- 
pulse exhausted, the little pro- 
jectile will obey the pull on 
gravity, and turn down again 
toward the earth. Then Cross- 
field will experience the inhu- 
man sensation of total weight- 
lessness, since the pull of gra- 
vity will precisely equal the 
speed of his plane. His wings 
will be useless, since there will 
be no air to press against them. 
In the atmosphere, the wings 
will take over again and he will 
glide down in huge sweeping cir- 
cles, like an autumn leaf, to

Surely this will be one of his- 
tory’s great adventures. What 
manner of man, then, is the ad- 
venturer? Recently, I asked 
Scott Crossfield to meet me at 
my house. I was careful to in- 
vite him at a time when my 
four children would be there 
because, like all children new- 
adays, they are fascinated by 
space. I don't know what they 
expected the spaceman to look 
like, but I am sure it Was some- 
thing very strange. 1 myself 
rather expected a brawny dash- 
ing, seat-of-the-pants fly boy. 

Instead, we met a thin, black- 
eyed intellectual, a brilliant en- 
gineer. capable of a witty defini- 
tion of the word “philosophy” 
and of a fascinating thumbnail 
sketch of the history of aviation. 
Crossfield is capable also of ex- 
plaining in terms my oldest son 
at least (though not, entirely, 
his father) could understand, 
the problems of manned space 
flight.

That is, of course, his favorite 
subject, and when he talks 
about jit, he sometimes sounds 
a little apologetic—“It is my 
calling, my vocation and my 
avocation, and I think about 
nothing else.” But there is no 
need to apologize. On the role 
of the human being in the 
coming conquest of space he is 
eloquent, even moving. “It is a 
brazen conceit,” he says, “to 
suppose that a machine can be 
built even one half as capable 
as the mind of man.” 


Even in the age of the bal- 
listic missile, he is certain, the 
minds and hands of men will 
play the key role in the race 
into space. As for his own part 
in that race, he is diffident, even 
a bit embarrassed, 

He is very much a family 
man, with five children, rang- 
ing down to a three-weeks-old 
baby. But, he says, he never 
talks to his wife about the com- 
ing time when he will crawl out 
of the belly of the bomber into 
his tiny X-15. “It’s better not 
to talk about it,” he saya. As 
to the personal risk involved, he 
shrugs his shoulders. “Once 
we've done this thing,” he says, 
“we'll have taken a big bite into 
the future. If you Want to do 
big things, you must accept an 
element of risk.” 

This is the season of hope, 
and Scotty Crossfield is a good 
symbol of hope. For a small 
band of brothers, brave and 
brilliant men like Crossfield, 
represent our best remaining 
hope that we shall somehow 
be able to avoid engulfment 
in the night of the soul which 
is °communism; and that we 


shall somehow, some day, em- 
erge into the sunlight of peace 
on earth.
